On the 
whole, there is more of an air of optimism 
about the approach of 1952; but economists 
seem far less assured than they were three or 
for months ago that the deepest point of 
British economic depression has been sounded. 

Still, the rena | sales haye begun with 
prices much lower than at any time since the 
war. Partly, this is that foreign goods im- 
ported just before the anti-dumping legisla- 
tion have atill to be worked off, but still 
more it is that shopkeepers find that they 
muét use all their wiles to induce the prudent 
to purchase at all in present circumstances. 
Most of the sales are “featuring” British 
fabrics, and excellent they are, on the whole. 
Yet, at least one West End firm is advertis- 
ing French fabrics that are almost incredibly 
cheap for their quality. 

Eros came ba:k to London just after the 
Christmas holidays, and, despite the cold, 
many parties were organised to greet him— 
most of them on the tops of the ‘buses that 
pass through Piccadilly.

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FILMS OF THE YEAR 1931. . 


By Ovrn Orvema Conresponpenr. 


HE outstanding thing about the films of 

1951 was the advance made both in 

technique and popularity by British 
films. Until 1931 it might almost have been 
assumea that when a film was Jabelled British 
it was also labelled “bad.”’ Now the situation 
is completely changed, and British films are 
more than holding their own. Even in the 
United States a few British films have become 
very ular, notably the Sherlock Holmes 
film, “' Sleeping Cardinal,” which was 
une of our “Film of the Week ”’ selections 
when it was exhibited in Dublin, but which 
had. attracted little critical or box office atten- 
tion in Britain itself. 

The change is due to the improved quality 
of the films made in the older British stadios, 
and to the production in England of films by 
American producers. The film vérsions of the 
laughable Aldwych farces, which were all 
produced by Tom Walls, with the original 
theatre casts, in many cases proved the most 
obviously popular of the British films, but 
the Anthony Asquith ‘‘Gallipoli,”’ and Hitch. 
cock’s “The Skin Game,” were both films 
which proved very popular. With a pro- 
gramme of over a hundred films to be pro- 
duced in British studios during 1932, it would 
seem that the days of the complete domina- 
tion of the screen by Hollywood are fast 
drawing to a close, and that in the immediate 
future European countries will take a more 
prominent and more important place in the 
film world than they have done since the war. 


HOLLYWOOD ECONOMISING. 


The introduction of the “‘ talkie” may well 
prove to hawe been the worst thing that could 
have happened to 
Hollywood. It was 
really a case in which 
“silence was golden,” 
but when Babel came 
fo the screen, Europe's 
golden tribute to 
Hollywood received a 
check from which it 
may never recover. 
So Al Jolson has 
shattered the supre- 
macy that was so 
completely - achieved 
by Charlie Chaplin 
and Mary Pickford, 
when “ The Kid ” 
could go around the 
world unchallenged 
and understood everywhere; “Sonny Boy ’ 
was fettered and limited by his language. No 
wonder, then, that Hollywood is reported to 
be economising; it will in the future have to 
rely almost entirely upon its own home 
market. 


BACK TO THE OPEN SPACES. 


Another prominent feature of the films 
of 1931 was the popularity of “open air” 
pictures of all kinds. n such films as 
**Cimarron,”” “The Great Meadow,’ and 
“The Big Trail” it was undiscovered 
/.merica that offered the spectacle and the 
excitement, while at the same time makin 
the history of the development of the Unite 
States more intimate and attractive than 
that of any other country. Africa came into 
the cinema effectively with the tremendous 
‘*Trader Horn,” a fine film marred by its 
connection with a sloppy story, and the 
terrifying ‘‘ Africa Speaks.” In “ Rango” 
the savagery of the jungles of Sumatra 
brought Set Schoedsack again to the 
front after a lapse, and several good 
“‘westerns’’ made that form of screen 
entertainment again attractive. : 

The sea was used with considerable effect 
in the new version of ‘‘Moby Dick,” in 
which John Barrymore scored a rsonal 
success, in “The Windjammer,” and 
* Derelict,’ but there has been, so far, no 
successor to “ The White Hell of Pitz Palu"’ 
in mountaineering films. Some excellent sea 
fiims have been shown elsewhere, but they 
have not vet been shown in [reland., 

The “Travel ” picture has been exceed- 
ingly popular during the year, and the 
Fitzpatrick and Terriss series have both been 
followed with increasing interest. 


CHARLIE CHAPLIN. 
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THE END OF HOLLYWOOD’S DOMINATION?

During the year there was a notable 
advance in the films in which music was an 
integral part of the story. The year an 
with the over-splendid “ King of Jazz,” but 
that was definitely the end of the ' song and 
dance” film. Edward Lubisch and René 
Clair have shown how the musical film of 
the future is likely to develop in ‘‘ Monte 
Carlo"? and ‘ Le Million,” but while await- 
ing the development on their lines it may 
be noted that ' Viennese Nights” and the 
British ‘‘ City of wy IR were unusually good 
films. In “City of Song’’ the camera work 
was so good that new possibilities of 
fiexibility were suggested, but the film did 
not prove as www as might, reasonably have 
been expected. 

The gangster films have not been very 
acceptable during the year, but in “' Little 
Cwsar’’ Edward G. Robinson brought a very 
bright’ personality into prominence. ‘‘ The 
Finger Points” followed too closely a 
notorious Chicago crime to be fully accept- 
able on the screen, but Walter Huston made 
“The Criminal Code’’ memorable by his fine 
acting as the Prison Warden. “The Big 
House ” brought American prison life into a 
prominence which it might have been spared 
with advantage, and several] other films fol- 
towed its successful lead. 


FILMS WORTH SEEING. 


From a list of nearly five hundred films, it 
is easy to recollect those which were worth 
seeing during the year, Easily the best. were 
Chaphu's “City 


ights ” and Clair's ''Le 
Milión,'” of which neither was '' 100 per 
cent, 'talkie.” If “City Lights ” was not 
quite the old Chaplin, it was still a film that 
made an effort to see it worth while. In “ Le 
Miilion’’ was the work of a producer of 
genius who is destined to have a revolu- 
tionary effect upon the films of the immediate 
future.

DEVELOPMENT OF 
AIRCRAFT.

The popularity of the Royal Dublin Societ 
lectures to children was demonstrated afres 
by the large attendance at terday s 
lecture on '' Flights of Fact and Fancy,” by 
Mr. Oliver E. Simmonds, M.P., A., 
A. F.R.Ae.S. 

Opening with an explanation of how an 
aeroplane is controlled in flight, Mr. 
Simmonds showed several lantern slides of 
machines, from the simplest single-engine, 
high-wing tractor monoplane to the modern 
multi-engined flying boats, such as the Dornier 
D-OX, bé; 

The difference between German and British 

ractice in the design of flying-boats was 
illustrated by comparisons between the pro- 
ducts of Herr Dornier, which are all fitted 
with stub planes for maintaining stability on 
the water, and the British designers, who 
favour the use of wing-tip floats. 

Mr. Simmonds said that in the not too far- 
distant future he expected to see the “ para- 
chute air mail ” put into operation, when an 
aeroplane would ” non-stop, to some far-off 
city, dropping mail bags at the various towns 
on its route. 

Speaking of the African airway - to ‘oe 
Town, the lecturer said that in the past the 
only development which had taken place in 
Africa was in the neighbourhood of the rivers 
and railways. Now, with the coming of the 
airways, a new tract would be opened up, 
and: even larger districts would be made 
available by the subsidiary lines which would 
naturally radiate from the main route.

DECEMBER. 


IN DUBLIN.

December was virtaally “unless, according 
to the Dublin meteorological records, there 
being only 27.2 hours during the month, of 
which 5.4 hours were obtained on one day, 
the 20th. Yet, on the whole, the month 
was warmer than usual, and the mean of 
the maximum temperatures was 48.8 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the average of the minimum 
recording was 37.3 degrees Fahrenheit, de- 
spite the fact that there were two or more 
degrees of frost on nine nights. 

The sunniest' day, the 30th, was followed 
by the coldest night, when there were nearly 
six degrees of frost. 

The warmest day was the 4th, the tem. 
perature reaching 3 degrees Fahrenhest. 

Although rain or show fell on fourteen 
days, the quantity was small. onlv 1.4! 
inches being recorded, while 0.31 inch of 
that fell om the 2nd. In December, 1950, 
there were 3.12 inches.

A BRITISH TARIFF. 


‘The only hope for a settled state «f 
affairs in healthy competition for the pro- 
ducer is for the English Govergment to 
put in operation a tariff on Continental 
bacon somewhat similar to that of the 
Free State. 

“ We believe,” he said, ' that English 
pork centres, such as Birmingham and 
Manchester, must have some Irish bacon 
whatever the cost may be, because their 
trade is different to that of the select 
bacon curer, as they only cure ham, and 
sometimes middies, the remainder being 
put into pork products.” .

The buvers also visited Knockcroghery 
district, but very few owners were prepared 
to dispose of their pigs, holding out for the 
ordinary fairs which are due during the 
month. 


The prices offered are considerably in 
excess of those given at recent fairs, and 
farmers who refused to sell are hoping to 
reap a considerable profit. This system of 
buying pigs is known locally as poaching, 
pe has not been indulged in by buyers for 
mine or ten years. Lately, farmers were slow 
to buy young pigs, and the price of bonhams 
had fallen from £2 10s. each to 15s. each. 
It is expected that this new activity in the 
pig business will benefit the farmer con- 
siderably. especially the breeder who kept his 
breeding stock.

Four days of heavy 
rains have made the level of the rivers 
rise, and they are now flowing down full 
spate. . 
The Sundays River and Gamtoos River 
have both risen above their banks, and 
are spreading over the low-lying lands. 
Many farms have already been 
abandoned by their occupants, and the 
authorities are hurriedly warning all 
people living in the lower levels of the 
Sundays River Valley to retreat to the 
hills, as it is reported that a big wall of 
water is rushing down from the Kouga 
River, higher up the valley. 
A rainfall exceeding six inches has been 
recorded at numerous points, and it is still 
raining heavily. 
The riverside quarters of Jansenville, 
which lies on the Sundays River, are in- 
undated, and the township of Kirkwood 
has been isolated since last night. 
A huge flood which entered Lake Mentz, 
the conservation reservoir, covering seven 
and a half square miles, which was made 
in connection with the Sundays River 
irrigation works, and which has only been 
full once since it was constructed in 1918, 
has passed safely through the sluice gates. 
The authorities are advised, however, 
that an even greater flood is now 
en route, and is due this evening. All 
officials are standing by to cope with the 


situation.

HOW SWEDEN SEES IT. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 


A few days ago Miss Heloise Russell- 
Ferguson sang some strangely beautiful songs 
to attentive listeners at the Musical Academy 
in Stockholm. She told them that they were 
Gaelic songs, and that they were sung in the 
Hebrides especially, but that they were 
known and. loved throughout the Gaelic lands. 
She accompaniéd herself on son ething that 
looked like an Irish harp, and the sweet and 

laintive ‘tones of the music touched the 
Gansta of those present as if they were lsten- 
ing to some melodies of a half forgotten past. 
The Stockholm Press published kind and 
appreciative eriticism on the following day. 
Everyone agreed that there was a loveable, 
almost primitive charm about those ballads 
which was not unlike the folk songs of the 
Slavonic peoples. 

The well-known Stockholm daily. The 
Stockholmstidningen, expressed its delight at 
learning something of the lore of a people of 
whom the Swedes fain would know much 
more, 

When recently Ireland got her first insti- 
tute for the study of folk-lore, headed by the 


‘poted Dr. Seamas O Duilearga, formerly a 


lecturer at the National University at Dublin. 
the leading papers of Stockholin contained 
lengthy articles about Ireland and the great 
interest shown in that country in the study of 
antiquity, particularly the antiauity of the 
Celtic race, the sagas and traditions of the 
people itself. passed from mouth to mouth 
since countless ages. The students of similar 
subjects in Sweden, together with one of the 
most noted University lecturers of Uppsala, 
Dr. von Sydow, expressed their gratification 
on learning that Treland had planned her new 
institute and its methods of study on the 
Swedish pattern, fecting that the Northern 
countries in some ways have succeeded better 


‘than other countries in getting at the very 
‘depths of the study of the folk-lore and 


antiquity of a people.

Swedes. in general, are learning more and 
more to include ireland in their travels, and 
judging by the enthusiastic accounts 
published from time to time in the daily 
Fress, their impressions from the Free State, 
as well as from Northern Ireland, are of the 
very best.

THE AUTOGIRO. 


He said that a machine, almost resembling 
the “ flying wing,” predicted by futuristic 
artists, but having a stabilising structure in 
the form of a tail plane and rudder on an 


outrigger at the stern, was one of the types 


most likely to be developed, as he considered 
that the distribution of weight in the wing 
would not make the strain so great as in 
present-day aircraft, where most of the load 
is centralised in the fuselage. 

Of the autogiro, or windmil! aeroplane, 
Mr. Simmonds said that when he flew a 
machine of this type he had a remarkable 
feeling of safety, especially when flying over 
crowded towns, where it would be impossible 
to land an ordinary aeroplane. 


INTERCHANGEABLE WINGS. 


When asked aoout his own invention, the 
interchangeable wing, Mr. Simmonds ex- 
plamed the saving which it affords to aero 
clubs and aircraft operating companies, as 
it only necessitates stocking one particular 
type of wing, which can be used as a top 
or bottom plane on either side of the machine.

As has been asserted so oíten against 
Mr, Belloc's histories, the fact that he 
approaches history from any other stand- 
Fat than that of the historian renders 

im incapable ever of becoming a 
historian. Mr. Belloc’s chief distinction 
is that his history is 
purely standpoint and 
very little else, whiia 
few new. facts have 
been brought to light 
by the labours of his 
own research. Several 
of his assertions, on 
the other hand, are 
incorrect. 

Whatever qualifica- 
tions Mr. Belloc may 
lack as a historian, 
his ability as ‘a 
propagandist remains 
unchallenged, and, if Mr. H. Betzoc. 
the reader. can dis- 


criminate between fact «nd fiction, he will, 


fiid Mr. Belloc both stimulating and 
entertaining. Besides his eminently 
original mind, Mr. Belloc has the rare 
faculty that he can throw centuries into 
an ordered perspective—indeed, a perspec- 
tive so logical that ‘its very simplicity will 
prove a welcome bait to those unaware of 
the haphazard course of human affairs, In 
his method Mr, Belloc follows the style of 
nineteenth century writers, who bethought 
themselves of a key to the history of 
man—whether climate, geography, econo- 
mics, Darwinism or Fundamentalism—and 
proceeded to sketch in the details by a 
prudent selection of historical data. 

Mr. Belloc’s thesis is that the Reforma- 
tion in England was an economic revolu- 
tion, exemplified in the transference of 
ecclesiastical property to the wealthy, 
which permitted a religious revolution, 
and directly produced a political and 
social revolution. Generally this concep- 
tion is fair; undoubtedly, the greed for 
the vast wealth of the Church gave 
solidity to the revolt against the Roman 
Catholic religion, while later the con- 
servatism bred by possession consoli- 
dated the establishment of the State 
religion. Yet, as the author anticipates— 
guiltily, it would seem—this economic 
turnover affected only a fraction of the 
total population, According to Mr. 
Belloc, it: was this fraction, this active 
nucleus of Protestants enriched by its 
spoils, that supported the King and by 
force, under the Cecils, slowly effected a 


conversion to Protestantism which was | 


almost completed after the “ abdication 
of .Tames IT. 

This, however, is only half the story. 

Protestantism had long before shown signs 
of life in England, and the Lollard move- 
ment had left distinct effects on the people. 
Again the “ Popular Monarchy ” of the 
Tudors must have influenced a larze 
number of people who gained nothing by « 
change of religion, but in a struggle 
between King and Pope sided with their 
monarch. The tremendous impetus given 
to Protestantism as the symbol of the com- 
pletely insular and national feelings of 
the English and personified by their 
monarch has been underrated by Mr. 
Belloc. 
- The next point that the author develops 
is. the growth of this nucleus of squires 
and gentry to a power which in James IT. 
reign actively opposes the King’s attempt 
to re-establish the old order of things. 
This, likewise, is true enough to a certain 
extent ; but historians generally are agreed 
that. this is not the whole truth. They 
point out that the downfall of absolute 
monarchy was evident earlier in the 
Tudors’ reign, as it certainly was even 
before the Tudors came to the throne. 
The great difference between the Tudors 
and the Stuarts was one of understanding 
the nature of their people. Whereas Henry 
VIII. and Elizabeth exploited the national 
NSS and by their remarkable tact won 
the affection of the people, the Stuarts— 
with the exception of Charles II.—mis- 
understood the foundation of the roval 
power, and so brought about their own 
ruin, - By those who seek motives and 
causes for the successful establishment of 
Protestantism in England the personalities 
and the acute perception of the Tudors 
must be reckoned very highly. Finally, 
Mr. Belloc’s sin lies not in the veracity of 
his facts, but in his limited array of facts 
and in the sweeping conclusions which he 
draws from these selected points.

Written by Emilio Cecchi, it has been 
translated from the Italian by Leonard 
Penlock: The letterpress occupies only 
133 pages. Those who have any knowledge 
of the art of the period reviewed will 
realise the difficulties that such a reduc- 
tion of this vast subject must involve. An 
explanation at the start, however, discloses 
the aim of the essay, which is “ to describe 
the formal princi} les and the historical 
development of Renate painting during 
the first half of the fourteenth century.”’

NCE again Cyrus Brooks has given us 
() a translation that must be almost per- 
fect. Here we have two of Leonhard 
Frank's powerful stories told with a quiet 
umar that makes them even more power- 
ful. 

The longer of the two stories, “Carl and 
Anna,” is a masterpiece, and will not be for- 
gotten quickly by the reader, This story tells 
of the blighting boredom of the two men 
who, as prisoners of war. are forced to spend 
four years om the frontier between Europe 
and Asia in the digging of a huge trench.

It is 
a tale of a man’s disloyalty to his friend. 
from whom he had learned so many of the 
small secrets of his home. 

The other story, “ Breath,”’ is a short and 
poignant account of a fatal heart attack, 
during which the effort of drawing in enough 
air to keep the delicate human machinery 
in working order, has become the most im- 
portant thine in. the world. The stories 
cannot be called cheerful, but they are fine 
examples of the conscientious work of 
Leonhard Frank. : 

The three stories that make up this volume 
are of Algerian life. 

In part one, from which the tit'e is taken, 
are two tales of olden times connected with 
a priceless golden carpet exhibited in “ the 
most beautiful. shop in Algiers,’’ while part 
two consists of an exciting present-day story 
of a young Canadien forced by circum- 
stances to join the French Foreien Legion, 
and a short article of much interest, “A 
Hundred Years of France in Algeria,”’ in 
which Mrs. C. N. Williamson, who seems to 
have an intimate knowledge of her subject, 
states something of the conditions that obtain 
in the French Foreign Legion to-day. 

Mrs. Williamson deplores the misrepresen- 
tation of the Legion so general on the screen, 
and points out that the many ebuses. of 
which authors have made so much capital, 
long ago. have been eliminated, and that the 
Foreign Legion is not a rabb'e of criminals 
and ‘* ne’er-do-weels.”’

“The Golden Yeats”’ will add to Sir Philip

It tells of the girlhood of Ladv Isobel 
daughter of the Farl and 
Countess of Alderton, who, though still alive 
in 1931. had danced with Napoleon the Third. 
had had her hand kissed by old ‘‘Dizzy,”’ and 
her cheek by a young man who was publicly 
executed outside Newgate Prison. 

Born in 1850 Lady Isobel’s youth 
passed in the colden vears of Queen Victoria’s 
reign. and her experiences as a Maid of Honour 
are described amusingly.

Among many excellent photographs in 
the book the most impressive show speci- 
mens of the giant mountain-gorilla.

Mn-. BOULENGER, a 
authority on natural history, as 


well as a popular writer on the subject, 
has given us another entertaining and in- 
structive book. It consists of fifty essays 
on the life histories of mammals, birds, 
reptiles, fishes and insects. Clarity and 
brevity characterise them; yet the amount 
of information contained in the shortest 
is remarkable. 

The subjects discussed are numerous and 
varied, Among many representatives of 


| the animal kingdom the reader is intro- 


duced to ‘‘publicity’’ hunters, ‘ gate- 
crashers’’ and strap-hangers—prototypes. 
ax one might say, of the mankind evoked 
by modern civilisation. 

Under the title of ‘‘ Man, the Creator,’’ 
the part played by man in domesticating 
and- “improving” some of nature's 
creatures is discussed. After reminding 
us of the many freaks created in the dog 
world, Mr. Boulenger remarks that “ the 
cat's brain is little inferior to that of the 
dog, and it would be rash to attribute the 
cat's life-long determination to walk by 
himself to lack of intelligence. The cat 
Is a robust. case-hardened atheist. whilst 
the dog will crawl at the feet of any 
human god, however vile, rather than own 
no god at all. A little variation in the 
coat or diversity of markings is all that 
the cat has conceded to man’s craze for 
devising fancy beasts, and in calculating 
independence of spirit there is nothing to 
choose between a wild cat and a tabby.”’

OME time ago Mr. Wynn published 
‘*Man and the Universe,’’ in which 
he took the modern astronomer to task 
for assuming that the Holy Bible is pbe- 
coming a '“ back number ’’ in these days 
of scientific study. He has returned now 
to the subject, and aims in this book at 
proving that Jesus 1s the oniy true 
spiritual astronomer known to men. We 
are not quite sure what ithe  plkrase 
implies. If it implies that present-day 
astronomers set themselves up as such, 
the author ought to be aware that modern 
astronomers are occupied with the study 
of the physical universe, and use material 
means to that end. 

The value of the book seems to lie in 
the presentation of a new viewpoint ot 
Jesus Christ, and shows how He embodied 
in ‘terms what modern men of science 
are accomplishing by means of mathe- 
matics. It will be read with interest, 
especially by those whose study of the 
world’s history takes cognisance of the 
imagery of the Books of Daniel and the 
Revelations, and finds inspiration in the 
intricacies of the Great Pyramid.

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MR. MacCALL’3 His #ORY 
_ OF . IRELAND...

And So Began the Irish Nation. By 
Ma.vail, Dudsin: toe fais 7.0.8, 14,6 na. 
R. SEAMUS MacCALL begins his 
narrative of early ir.sh hiscory at 
the very beginning,’’ and breaks od at the 
Christian era. he writes of geographical 
and el.matic changes; of the first Irish- 
men—-those feariul, yet courageous, 
people, who crossed the seas in coracles 
not very diferent, peshaps, frem the 
coracles that still ride the seas at Aran; 
of the primitive settlements on the sea 
coasts, the search for food; of the long, 
slow progress to metals, Mr. MacUall has 
a giit of pictorial description, which 
enables us to see these ancient wanderers, 
tishermen, farmers and hunters and to 
sympathise with their dangers and diffi- 
culties. A reader of this book can imagine 
them, on the edge cf the great forest, 
having timidly pushed their boats up the 
Lagan or the Shannon, going ashore to 
hunt for food with their rude weapons, 
and watchful for the wolf and the bear. 
The first attempts at house-building are 
described, and how the early people made 
their tools and implements of war from 
flint and stone and wood. ‘‘ The book 
will tell you,” says Mr. MacCall, ‘ how. 
woman first made her pots and pans. . . 
and how she started agriculture. You 
will see how law was first established, ancl 
there dawned in savage minds the idea of 
social system. « + - Then you will see how 
man pressed metals into his service, 
and by his art, his skill and his industry 
raised himself from servitude !”’ i 
Mr. Mact‘all labels his chapter on the 
first colonists, “ The Biscayan Invasions." 
This point cf view is in avreement with 
that of most authorities on the subject. As 
Thomas Moore sang, they 


“Set farth in their good ships grflantiy, 
From the sunny land of Spain.” 


These colonists from the South were not 
Celts. Dr. Eoin MacNeill and other 
authorities already have shown fairly con 
clusively that the Celts could not have 
reached Ireland before 500 B.C. Pre-Celtic 
peoples—in spite of all subsequent 1n- 
vasions, Celtic, Norse, Flemish, Norman, 
Welsh, English and Scottish—probably 
still are the largest element in the racial 
composition of the Irish people, and, one 
may say, also of the British people. 

The Celtic conquest, however, when it 
did come, was more complete than Mr. 
MacCall is disposed to admit. Their 
knowledge of iron gave the Celtic invaders 
mastery, in spite of their inferiority 9 
numbers. “ lron, cold iron is master ol 
them all,” as Mr. Rudyard Kipling’s 
baron said. Their superiority was a 
military superiority; the Bronze Age in 
Ireland was richer, artistically, than the 
early Lron Age, but there is no doubt that 
the Celts were far ahead of their pre- 
decessors in the practical things—agricul- 
ture, road-making, shipbuilding. Another 
writer has made the interesting suggestion 
that the “ Claidheamh Soluis,” or '' sword 
oí Light,” which is a pophlar imagé in 
Gaelic Jiterature—and is used now on Free 
State stamps—may be a folk memory of 
the terrible iron swords of the Celtic 
invaders. 

The subject of the invasions—their 
time, order and history—is.difficult,. and 
does not lend itself to dogmatism: When 
literary evidence begins -in. Ireland 
we find the whole country ruled by an 
aristocracy which has the same language, 
laws and rules of the game, the same 
poetry, education and political system. 
Some of Mr. MacCall’s theories are 
scarcely compatible with the politica] and 
social order that undoubtedly existed. His 
hest-chapters are those in which he deals 
with the common affairs of life—building, 
food, hunting, “ swords,. sickles. and 
society.’ The ambitions of a Labraidh 
Loingsech or a Conn of the Hundred 
Battles, no doubt were important to the 
ancient Irishman, but not so imminently 
important as to-day’s dinner or the roofing 
of his house. “ And So Began the Irisn 
Nation ” is quite fascinating when the 
author uses his considerable archeological 
learning to describe the dailiness of Irish 
life. The laws of dynastic succession are 
not of absorbing interest to the average 
reader, but everybody will be interested 
in such a dictate of fashion as that which 
is revealed in an old triad: ‘‘ Three hands- 
breadths ....a handsbreadth between 
his shoes and his trews. a handsbreadth 
between his kilt (or tunic) and his knee. 
and a handsbreadth between his ear and 
his beard.’’ 

The section which deals with the mental 
and spiritual life of the primitive Irish 
peoples is less satisfactorv. One cannot 
help thinking that the available evidence— 
a few carvings, totem signs, or whatever 
they may he—is not sufficient to justify 
everything that Mr. MacCa!! says on these 
matters, and the comparison with Med:- 
terranean civilisations is far-fetched. The 
author writes too confidently when. he con 
nects modern Irish surnames—which were 
formed long after St. Patrick—with 
primitive animal worship. We confess that 
anthropologica] theori: s—even by the most 
famous experts—oft*r. remind us of 
Wilde's jest—‘ history. the art of giving 
an accurate account of things which never 
occurred.”’ 

Mr. MacCall’s book. although scholars 
may differ from many of its conclusions, 
is the fullest and the most readable de- 
scription that we have seen of primitive 
men and women in Ireland, their dailv 
lives. their arts, crafts, possessions and 
burial places. The author’s drawings, which 
are vefy numerous, really illustrate the 
text, and they enable readers to follow his 
descriptions.

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SATELLITES.

THE PLANETS. , 


ERCURY is a morning star all the 
month, and in the first’ ten days may 
be visible to the naked eye, since he rises 
about 6.20 a.m., or 1 hour 48 minutes 
before the Sun. 7 a.m. will be a good time 
to look for him. In Ireland the sky will 
be dark enough up to 7.30. Venus is now 
visible in the evening sky soon after sun- 
set, and will become very conspicuous 
before the end of the present month. Her 
phase as yet differs little from full, so that 
she is not an interesting object for the 
telescope. Mars, setting at or before 4.30 
p.m., is quite out of reach. 
Jupiter is approaching Opposition, and 
rises early in the evening. Next to the 
Moon, he is the easiest object for smal] 
telescopes, and the ¢onstantly changing 
positions of his four bright satellites are 
an unfailing source of interest to the . 
gessor of the humblest instrument. he 
present writer's first view of them was 
obtained at the age of ten years, with a 
telescope made of a spectacle lens, a six- 
penny microscope and a pasteboard tube, 
at a total cost of less than half a crown: 
go easily is this great system made visible. 
Satellite phenomena worth watching for 
will occur on the evenings of the 6th, 7th, 
llth, 16th, 18th, 20th, 23rd, 27th and 30th. 
The shadow of Satellite III is the biggest 
and blackest, and it will be seex on the 
night of the 6th, from 9.50 p.m. to 1.28 
a.m. On the evening of the 7th there will 
be two eclipses within a little more than 
an hour, IV. disappearing at 7.55 and II 
at 8.42 p.m. On the 11th the shadow is 
that of as also on the 20th and 27th. 
At present the shadow goes before the 
satellite to which it belongs by an interval! 
which varies according to the satellite con- 
cerned, and also progressively diminishes 
as the month advances. 


SHADOWS. 
The planet will be in Opposition 


in February, when the satellites over- 
take their shadows, and ‘thereafter pre- 
cede them. During the present menth, 
therefore, it will be easy to see to 
which satellite a shadow belongs, and 
when a transit is imminent; for a 
| satellite which is observed to be approach- 

ing the planet on the right is rt to 
cross his dise, and its shadow, if not 
already in evidence, will soon make its 
appearance. Since the shadows of the 
satellites are thrown to the left, that of 
the planet himself is also cast in the same 
direction, to the left of the planet, and 
the satellites enter it when approaching 
the planet on the left. IV is the only one 
of them whose entrance and exit are both 
visible this month. In the case of the 
other three the. exit from eclipse takes 
place behind the planet, and is invisible 
to us. This is always so with I and II, 
but IIL sometimes is visible when emerg- 
ing from eclipse. Nowadays, when nearl\ 
everyone has a wireless set, and can se 
his watch by radio signal, the eclipses, 
etc.,.of Jupiter's satellites are only useful 
to the posséssor of an ordinary small tele- 
scope as an interesting nattiral spectacle ; 
but not so long ago they were an important 
time signa], and the star-gazer could easily 
get correct time to a minute or two by 
finding the times from an almanac and 
keeping a look-out. It was possible even 
to use them as a means of ascertaining 
one’s longitude. They could have solved 
the old difficulty of finding longitude at 
sea but for the unsteadiness of a ship as 
an observing platform. When used as a 
time signal, I was always preferred, both 
because its eclipses are more frequent and 
because it- disappears nearly = in- 
stantaneously, giving a very sharp signal. 
Saturn is in conjunction on the l6th and 
invisible throughout the month.

The other conjunctions mentioned 
are of doubtful visibility, owing to near- 
ness to the Sun. 

The Earth is in Perihelion (least 
distance from the Sun) on the 2nd, the 
Sun’s distance being 91,342,800 miles, 
centre to centre. The date of the Earth's 
Perihelion has moved forward — 
October into January within the period of 
human history, or, roughly, about 1000 
B.C. The change of this astronomical date 
has a small, but noticeable, effect on our 
climate. : 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on the Ist of January, at 
11 P m. on the 15th and at 10 p.m. on the 
th :— 


On the meridian are Canis Major and 
Gemini, the great star Sirius being almost 
exactly south. Orion and Auriga have 

ssed the meridian an hour before, and 
Tauru two hours. Aries and Andromeda 
are in the west, Pegasus and Pisces are 
setting, Cetus and Eridanus occupy the 
low south-western sky. East of the 
meridian are Canis Minor, Cancer, 
Monoceros, Leo and Hydra. The last 
straggles along a great stretch of the 
horizon, like Eridanus and Cetus. Virgo 
and Bootes are rising. A little to the 
left ef Canis Major the top-masts of Argo 
the Ship just show above the southern 
horizon. In those lower latitudes where 
the constellations originally received their 
traditional names—that is to say, in 
Chaldea, Arabia and Egypt—the Ship 
sat on an even keel on the southern 
horizon, when passing the meridian, with 
her whole hull showing, and her brilliant 
riding light Canopus well above the 
horizon. To us, in 52 degrees North, she 
is only a sunken wreck, with top-masts 
above water. The Great Bear's fore- 
quarters are approaching the zenith, and 
below the Pole are Cepheus and the head 
of Draco, with Vega just showing on the 
horizon, right opposite Sirius. The double 
stars, Castor and Gamma Leonis, and the 
triples, Zeta Cancri and II. Monocerotis, 
are worth finding. The Milky Way spans 
the sky from Canis Major right across to 
near Vega. First magnitude stars in sight 
are the same as those of last month, with 
the addition of Arcturus, which has just 
risen. 


CASTOR. 


Castor has long been known as an easy 
double star, which any small telescope will 
separate; but the powerful methods of 
modern research have revealed it as a 
marvellously complicated system. Each of 
the well-known components is again 
double, but only to be revealed by the 
spectroscope, while a smal! star within the 
same field of view is also a double, belong- 
ing to the same system. Capella also is a 
complicated sysfem, but beyond the powers 
of the largest, telescope. 

The two main components of Castor 
rotate about each other in a long orbit 
which is not completely determined, but 
must be of the order of 1000 years. The 
2 rE, sn components of ‘the two 
members have orbits of a few days, and 
must be pear-shaped bodies, pulled out by 
their mutual attractions. Here. as in 
many other similar cases, we have a vast 
and complicated system in the making—a 
family of worlds in an early stage of 
creation. Such cases are very numerous 
in the Universe, perhaps more numerous 
than the more advanced or aged systems. 
Ef this is the case with our own Galaxy, it 
is even more so with others; for many of 
the spiral nebule seem to be only just 
advancing out of the gaseous stage and, 
so td speak, curdling into stars. There 
are plenty of houses building, and to be 
built, in this colossal city and its suburbs. 
There will never be any lack of habitable 
worlds. If one system decays, or its con- 
ditions become unfavourable, there will 
always be many to take its place. Nature 
has infinite time and infinite space to play 
with, and can afford to be prodigal of 
material as well as deliberate in her move- 


ments.

COW. 


IMPROVED IRISH DAIRY 
STOCK. 


—_?~- 


‘The elimination of the unprofitable cows 
through the cow-testing associations, the 
purchase of the best procurable bulls by cow- 
testing farmers regardless of price, the mating 
of these bulls with shapely cows of registra- 
tion standard, the wise mtroduction of the 
Live Stock Breeding Act, and the various 
Department schemes for the development of 
our dairy shorthorn cattle—all these factors 
have contributed to produce the sires and 
dams of those splendid commercial cattle 
which are the one bright spot in our main 
industry,’ says. the annual report of the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Bréeders’ Society, speaking 
of the dual purpose cow. 

The number of cows on test during the 
year 1951 showed a cecrease of 7,000 as com- 
pared with the number in 1930, and this 1s 
attributed to the low price of milk and the 
high fee’ charged icr ee of cow- 
testing associations A deputation has waited 
or the Minister íor Agriculture, and the 
report states that the Society is confident 
that something will be done by the Depart- 
ment to make the charges more proportionate, 
with a consequent increase in the number oí 
cows under test in 1932. 


FARMERS’ LOSSES. 


During the past year members of the Society 
have suffered serious losses owing to out- 
breaks of contagious abortion, mamitis, and 
in some cases tuberculosis. To assist farmers 
to combat these diseases Dr. W: Kearney. 
of the Veterinary College of Ireland, is to 
deliver a lecture on the subject at the Con- 
gress to be held in Cork on Friday and Satur- 
day next. : 
Shows and ball sales held at eight principal 
towns in the Free State during the year 
proved very successful, 

The report refers to the extravagant prac 
tice of feeding specially prepared imported 
foodstuffs to cattle. and states that the 
Society has decided to put a “dairy” meal, 
prepared to the formula of Professor Sheehy. 
of the Research Department, University 
College, Dublin, on the market. 

In conclusion, the thanks of the Executive 
Committee are conveyed to the several Courty 
Committees of Agriculture and patrons who 
have assisted the Society to its present posi- 
fion in the farming industry of the Free 
State.
